Thee 
new rates, as provided by the wa 
revenue bill, consist of one cent i 
the postage of letters and other firs 
•class matter, making three cents fo 
each ounce or fraction thereof. Th 
rate on drop letters will be two cents 
an ounce or fraction thereof. Post 
•cards and private" mailing cards wll 
also be subject to two cents each. 


The instructions, as issued by th 


postofflcb department, are as follows

SHORTAGE. 


There have just been received i: 


the St. Augustine yards of the Flor 
ida East Coast railroad nine of th 
latest Pacific type of super-heater lo 
comotives. 
With the exception of 


few minor improvements, they ar 
identically the same as the series pur 
chased by the Flagler system twc 
years ago. 
Fortunately, Vice Presl 


dent Beckwlth placed the order fo 
twelve of these monster locomotive 
before the shortage of labor and me 
terlal came as a result of the war 
Otherwise difficulty would have been 
experienced 
in getting the orde 


through and delivery would not have 
been possible this winter. The three 
remaining locomotives to complet 
the order are on the way. The num 
bers begin at 127 anVi end at US. 


The Florida East Coast railroad has 


also just recently placed in operation 
twelve tank cars specially constructed 
for the transportation of crude mo 
lasses. The molasses is brought ovei 
to Key West from Cuba as ballas 
in the holds of the big car ferries, the 
Henry M. Magler and Joseph U. Par 
rott. It- is pumped into the huge stor 
age tanks at Key West and from the 
tanks is loaded into the tank cars for 
shipment to northern points. This is 


new transportafion industry thai 


lias Ijeen developed as a result ol 
Lho Overseas railway to Key Wes 
and the inauguration of the car fer 
ries to Havana. 


It is also said that the Flagler sys 


tern will soon be in receipt of a mini 
l>er of handsome all-steel day coaches 
that are to be operated on the famous 
trains of the East Coast. The Flagler 
system is now using almost entirely 
all-steel cars on their trains and when 
the new rolling stock arrives there 
will be no more wooden cars in use

Another relic of the 


New Smyrna 
was 
unearthed this 


week 
by 
workmen excavating 
to 


make sewer connection with W. P. 
Shryock's building at Lytle avenue 
and Hillsboro street, in the shape of 
an ancient coffee mill, which has evi- 
dently been buried there since An- 
drew Turnbull had his big rooming 
house at the same location. 


The coffee mill is still In a good 


state of preservation, which shows 
hat the manufacturers of those early 
days knew how to make machinery, 
t shows plainly that It had been 
bolted to some kind of a support, 
and whether it was thrown away and 
ater buried, or whether it was left 
when the Turnbull settlement was 
iroken up, will never be known. 


Mr. Shryock has the relic on dis- 


tlay in his store. 


It is said that when the Turnbull 


cttlement was flourishing in this lo- 
ality there was a large building at- 
bout the same location as the Sbry- 
ck building, where Andrew Turnbull 
>oused his white women slaves. It 
s believed there must have been sev- 
ral buildings in that vicinity, as the 
onndatlons and walls of several of 
he structures stood for many years, 
nd some of them are still standing, 
round the well in the rear of the 
Jhryock store, which must have been 
sed as a community water supply, 
'he well is still In good preservation 
nd Is used by many people living in 
hat part of the city.. 


Many interesting, relics have been 
nearthed at various times in mak- 
ng excavations In that vicinity.

TAX NOW LEVIED ON 


FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 


PERSON PAYING THE FREIGHT 


CHARGES MUST PAY TAX OF 


THREE PER CENT TO THE 


CARRIER. 


Interpretation of the provisions o 


the new federal revenue law levying 
three per cent tax on all frelgh 
charges shows that the tax impose! 
under this law, insofar as it relates 
to freight traffic, is three percent o 
amounts paid for transportation o 
property by freight, applying eithei 
by rail or water or both, consignee 
from one point in the United States 
to another. 
The tax does not apply 


on shipment consigned to points in 
Canada or Mexico, nor to foreign 
ports or places. 
When such ship 


inents move to the port of export to 
consignee locally on a port bill ol 
lading to an agent of the shipper 
or consignee at the port, the trans 
portation costs are subject to tax 
In other words an export shipment is 
exempt 
from 
such 
taxation 
only 


where it moves on through export 
bill of lading." 


In the collection of the three per 


cent tax, the carriers' instructions 
are to collect the tax at the time of 
collecting the freight charges. -On 
prepaid shipments the 
tax 
will be 


issessed and collected from the ship- 
per by the agent at point of origin 
ind the bill of lading, shipping ticket 
or such other receipt as is issued, will 
jo stamped accordingly. 


On collect shipments the tax* will 


ie assessed 
and collected 
by the 


.gent from the consignee or their 
agents to whom deliveries are made. 
These taxes will be assessed sep- 
arately on each particular shipment 
and each freight bill and receipt will 
show item of war revenue tax of 
hree per cent on the face thereof. 


The tax became effective after mid- 


night October 31, and applied on all 
'reight in transit, unless the freight 
ttaigeA were prepaid 
at''point of. 


shipment. On shipments billed with 
freight charges to be collected at 
destination, the tax was applied to all 
hipments which did not reach their 
destination prior 
to 
midnight Oc- 


ober 31. 
The only exemptions noted 
are 


hat no carrier will have to pay tax 
on freight charges- covering move- 
ment of company material over their 
)wn line, but will have to pay tax 
o the extent of the amount of freight 
which has been earned on company 
material shipments moving to them 
ver other lines. Also exempt from 
his tax arc payments received for 
ervices rendered the United States, 
T any state, territory or the District 
if Columbia. There are a number of 
emulations in connection with .freight 
barges on shipments consigned to 


United States, which specifically 


tate that government employes and 
thers moving property for their own 
(•count, are subject to tax. 
Such arbitrary charges as switch- 


ng, reconsigning, re-icing in transit, 
tc., are also subject to this tax. 
In the event of overcharges in 


reight charges the three per cent 
n such overcharges will be refunded 
y carriers at 
the same time the 


vercharge claims are made. 
The penalty for failure to collect 
r truly account for and pa,y>over 
uch tax to the government is a fine 
f $1,000.

It Js Not All Drill and Drudgery 


For the Enlisted Man. ' 


THE WAY HE SPENDS HIS TIME

"All the world loves the sailor," but 


how few know and understand Dim! 


The American people have very little 


knowledge of the bluejackets who man 
the United States navy, their profes- 
sional foul-and enthusiasm, their pride 
in tbe service and their unswerving 
devotion to flag and country. 


"Our brave men of the sea," says 


Franklin D. Uooscvelt, assistant secre- 
tary of tbe United States navy, "should 
be better known to the American pub- 
lic. All tbe people of this great repub- 
lic should be uiade thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the human element of 
the navy, not merely to popularize It, 
,for tbe navy is popular in a vague, 1m- 
' personal manner, but to hnve our citi- 
zens know more of wbat tbe navy 
really means to tbe men who com- 
pose it." 


At 5:30 a. m. tbe buglers sound tbe 


reveille, accompanied by a chorus of 
boatswains' pipes with the added ad- 
monition, "Up all hammocks!" "Shake 
a leg!" etc. The cooks are astir niuali 
earlier, I'or coffee must be served^tlie 
crew. Then, after a short smoke, comes 
"Scrub and wash clothes!" 


Then all haiids clean ship. 
After the ship is cleaned breakfast 


is served, and the bluejacket is usual- 
ly ready for It. Potatoes, ham and 
eggs, bread, butter and coffee consti- 
tute a sample breakfast menu, changed 
each day. 


After breakfast comes an hour for 


smoking nnd for relaxation, to don the 
uniform of tlic day and get ready for 
Inspection ut »il»). 


From that time until the dinner hour, 


11:31), the time is spi-iit a.t drill, ami 
after dinner more drill. There are big 
gun drills, boat drills (with botU oars 
and sails), si.nnalinfj, small arms prnc- 
tlcc, collision drill, lire quarters, aban- 
don ship, clearing ship for action and 
at night searchlight drills. These drills 
nro intorspiT.srd. with special duty. 
such as couling Kliip or landing par- 
tics, and Ic'clnrcs by division officers or 
others on timely professional topics. 


Ilarely are Hie men engaged upon 


the same task two days In succession, 
so the sailor's lii'e has little chance to 
become monotonous. 


At 4 p. m., "eight bells," is a period 


of "knock off all work." Pipes again 
are lighted, ^or the race boat crew has 
manned the cutter and is taking a pull 
through the ileet. The baseball team 
or football squad goes ashore for dally 
practice: the bugle sounds swimming 
call, an« hundreds of men are soon In 
the Water, with a dinghy crew stand- 
Ing by to aid • tired swimmer or a 
beginner. 


Books of flctlo» or of travel ai» 


drawn from the crew's library, while 
throughout tbe ship may be found mes 
studying for tbe annual examination 
for appointment to tbe NaAl academy, 
older men studying for a warrant and 
classes In academic studies.

An account of the sailor's life would

TAX NOW LEVIED ON 


FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 


PERSON PAYING THE FREIGHT 


CHARGES MUST PAY TAX OF 


THREE PER CENT TO THE 


CARRIER. 


Interpretation of the provisions of 


the new federal revenue law levying 
three per cent tax on all freight 
charges shows that the tax imposed 
under this law, insofar as it relates 
to freight traffic, is three percent of 
amounts paid for transportation of 
property by freight, applying either 
by rail or water or both, consigned 
from one point in the United States 
to another. The tax does not apply 
on shipment consigned to points in 
Canada or Mexico, nor to foreign 
ports or places. 
When such ship- 


ments move to the port of export to 
consignee locally on a port bill of 
lading to an agent of the shipper, 
or consignee at the port, the trans- 
portation costs are subject to tax. 
In other words an export shipment is 
exempt 
from

Fearful Effects of the Venom of 


the Dreaded Fer-de-lance. 


THE WORST OF ALL SERPENTS 


Only ln*t*nt and H*roie Treatment Can 


8*v* Life After • Stab by It* D.adly 
Fang*—A B*ttl* With It* Emmy and 
Muter, th* MongooM. 
There exist a large number of ven- 


omous serpents—we have many of 
them .In the United States—but prob- 
ably no other spot In the known world 
has uuch a death dealing wake as the 
island of Martinique, in the Caribbean 
sea. .This Is tbejfgrHje-laqce, icteittt- 
ically known as Trlgonocephalus lance-1 
olutus, and It can, beyond the shadow 
of a doubt, lay clnlm to being the mo* 
deadly serpent of the earth. Its bite 
means death. 


There arc- eight distinct varieties, the 


most common being a dr.rk gray am 
black speckled, which coloring eimbl 
it to conceal itself easily among roots 
and stumps of trees. A nor her variety 
I* a clear, bright yellow, and wheu 
hidden In the freshly cut cane It can 
scarcely be distinguished from the 
stalks. It also may be a dark yellow 
or coal black with a yellow belly. 


This Is not a large snake, rarely ex 


ceedlng five feet in length and In clr 
cumference approximately the size, of 


child's ami. To repeat, the bite 


means almost certain death and gliouU 
not the service of a physician, or pen* 
spur, as the natives call him, be ob- 
tained within a very short time the 
venom does its deadly work—the flesh 
grows cold, softens, becomes pulpy 
changes In color, quickly begins to 
spot, and a great chilliness creeps 
through the blood. This lasts only 
few minutes, possibly half an hour- 
then death. 


If the victim be fortunate enough to 


set a physician upon the scene post 
haste and no artery or vein has been 
pierced there is hope—Just a faint hope. 
But even If life lie saved the danger is 
not entirely removed, for in many 
cases necrosis of the tissues follows— 
the flesh corrupts and falls from the 
bones, and the body molden as does • 
tree. . 


There Is, however, a heroic method 


of treatment often brought Into use 
the Martlnlquians. It Is the Immedi- 
ate amputation of the leg or arm If 
the bite happens to be In either. Even 
his has to be done at once and before 
the venom circulates through the sys 
tern. There are to be seen today upon 
the Island many natives with limbs 
missing, and In the majority of esses 
t la the result of baring the machete, 
or cane knife, applied after an experi- 
ence with n fcr-de-lance. 


The fer-de-lance is a fighter, and no 


domestic animal, with the exception of 
he cat, has any chance in • battle 
with this serpent The cat, however, 
n about nine cases out of ten will 
come out of the fight with flying col- 
or* because of the fact that It I* ap- 
parently quite as quick In movement 
•ad •* th* SUM Urn* use* what ulcht

A battle between these two natural 


enemies Is well worth witnessing. 
It 


is never a limited flght, but to a finish 
always, and probably the snakes by 
this time have come to understand that 
wheu they enter such a combat It is 
with the odds greatly against them. 
. The mongoose is quite as clever a 
ring general as the cat and uses that 
gift to advantage. Strategy more than 
strength Is Its asset. 


When they meet and If the snake 


sees no avenue of escape It prepares 
for battle as does the mongoose, but 
In a more leisurely manner. It takes 
about one minute for them to get fully 
prepared. There Is no trifling, bow- 
ever. 


The mongoose circles about the rep- 


tile, always at a safe distance and 
"drawing flre," inviting It by moving 
closer and closer, to dart out Us bead 
and then quickly jumping out of harm's 
_Way. 
It torments In ev*ry possible 


manner, causing the snake to change 
position time and time; again without 
ever reaching the objective point. At 
test, seeing its opponent at some par- 
ticular disadvantage, the mongoose 
springs forward quick an a bolt of 
lightning, catches the eerpont firmly 
with the teeth behind the triangular 
head, a shake, possibly two—no more— 
and in less time than it takes to tell 
It the fer-dc-uiiict> is dead, its verts- 
brae severed.—Los Angeles Time*.

It I* a Dudly Plant ana One Not O*n 


•rally fUcognitcd. 


Many deaths, both of human beings 


and domestic animals, ure caused 
every year l>y cicuta, or water hem- 
lock, a iwisonous plant. It Is the tno&t 
violently iioisonqus of temperate re- 
gion plants, yet It Is not generally rec- 
ognized. Learn to know It and looi 
out for It. A warning has been Issued 
by the specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture In the form 
of a circular from the bureau of animal 
Industry, "Cicuta (water hemlock) a* 
a Poisonous Plant," which describes 
this plant and gives remedies, though 
cases among domestic animals must 
be considered as practical;.1,- hopeless 
so far as treatment is concerned. 


Cicuta is widely distributed. 'Unfor- 


tunately it resembles a number of 
harmless plants and is not fasil.v rec- 
ognizable. It belongs.to the same fam- 
ily as carrots~and |mrMi>i;m. It has a 
number of popular names, of which 
the most common Is "con-bane," or 
"water hemlock." The.'plant grows In 
wet places and Is especially common 
in some parts of the w«:*t along Irri- 
gating ditches. 
It has n thickened 


root stock, with roots which sometimes 
take the form of a group «i' tubers. 
The cicuta Is most readily distinguish- 
ed from plants of similar appearance 
growing under the same conditions by 
the transverse chambers In tho root 
stock. These can be seen by making- 
• longitudinal section. 


Only the root of ctcuta is poisonous. 


CascH of poisoning are more frequent 
In the sprinK. partly because the roots 
are more likely to be noticed at that 
time and partly because they appear 
to be more poisonous then than later 
in the scfison. In cases of the poison- 
Ing of liuiuuu builds the recognized 
treatment is to glvc"an efficient emetic, 
followed by a cathartic. Some form 
of opium may be given to control the 
convulsions when they are violent. -If 
free vomiting is promptly produced 
the patient is likely to recover. 


Perhaps there is no way to prevent 


some cases of poisoning of children. 
Something might lie accomplished, 
however, If parents and teachers 
would attempt to make clear to chil- 
dren the danger of eating strange 
roots.

DEATH IN ITS STING 


Fearful Effects of the Venom of 


the Dreaded Fer-de-lance. 


THE WORST OF ALL SERPENTS 


Only Instant and H*roie Treatment Can 


6av* Life After a Stab by It* D.adly 
Fang*—A B*ttl* With It* Emmy and 
Master, th* MongooM. 


There exist a large number of ven- 


omous serpents-we have many of 
them iu the United States—but prob- 
ably no other spot In the known world 
bas such a death dealing wake as tbe 
Island of Martinique, In the Caribbean 
sea. .This Is tbejferHje-laqce, icteittf- 
ieally known as Trlgonocephalus lance- 
olutus, and It can, beyond the shadow 
of a doubt, lay claim to being the moa 
deadly serpent of the earth. Its bite 
means dentil. 


There arc- eight distinct varieties, the 


most common being a dr.rk gray and 
black speckled, which coloring enabli 
it to conceal itself easily among roots 
and stumps of trees. A nor her variety 
Is a clear, bright yellow, and wheii 
hidden In the freshly cut cane It can 
scarcely 
be distinguished from tbe 


stalks. It also may be a dark yellow 
or coal black with a yellow belly. 


This Is not a large snake, rarely ex 


ceedlng five feet in length and In clr 
camference approximately the size, of 


child's ami. To repeat, the bite 


means almost certain death nud shouU 
not the service of a physician, or pen- 
seur, as the natives call him, be ob- 
tained within a very short time the 
venom does Its deudly work—the flesh 
grows cold, softens, becomes pulpy 
changes Iu color, quickly begins to 
spot, and a great chilliness creeps 
through the blood. This lasts only 
few minutes, possibly Imlf an hour- 
then death. 


If the victim be fortunate enough to 


set n physician upon the scene post 
haste and no artery or vein has been 
pierced there is hope—Just a faint bope. 
But even If life lie saved the danger is 
not entirely removed, for in many 
cases necrosis of tbe tissues follows— 
the flesh corrupts and falls from the 
bones, and tbe body moldcrs as does a 
tree. . 


There Is, however, a heroic method 


of treatment often brought Into use % 
the Martlnlquians. It Is the Immedi- 
ate amputation of the leg qr arm If 
tbe bite happens to be Iu either. Even 
his has to be done at once and before 
tbe venom circulates through tbe sys- 
tem. There are to be seen today upon 
he Island many natives with limbs 
missing, and In the majority of cases 
t la the result of having the machete, 
or cane knife, applied after an experi- 
ence with n fer-de-lance. 


The fcr-de-lance is a fighter, and DO 


domestic animal, with tbe exception of 
he cat, bas any chance iu a battle 
with this serpent The cat, however, 
n about nine cases out of ten will 
ome out of tbe fight with flying col- 
or* because of the fact that It Is ap- 
parently quite as quick In movement 
and *t tb« SUM Urn. use* what salcbt 
be termed ring generalship. • 


There Is but on* animal other tbao 
b* cat tbat successfully wage* war 
against tbe fer-de-lance.

mongoose (Ichneumon), Imported from 
ndla a number of yean ago for tb» 
sole purpose of getting rid of do 
nakes In Martinique.

A battle between these two natural 


enemies Is well worth witnessing. It 
is never a limited fight, but to a finish 
always, and probably the snakes by 
this time have come to understand tbat 
when they enter such a combat It Is 
with tbe odds greatly against them. 
. The mongoose is quite as clever a 
ring general as tbe cat and uses that 
gift to advantage. Strategy more than 
strength Is Its asset. 


When they meet and If the snake 


sees no avenue of escape It prepares 
for battle as does the mongoose, but 
In a more leisurely manner. It takes 
about one minute for them to get fully 
prepared. There Is no trifling, bow- 
ever. 


Tbe mongoose circles about the rep- 


tile, always at a safe dlntur.ce and 
"drawing flre," inviting It by moving 
closer and closer, to dart out Us bead 
and then quickly jumping out of harm's 
..Way. It torments In every possible 
manner, causing the snake to change 
position time and time; again without 
ever reaching the objective point. At 
last, seeing its opponent' itt some par- 
ticular disadvantage, tbe mongoose 
springs forward quick aa a bolt of 
lightning, catches the eerpcnt firmly 
with the teeth behind the triangular 
head, a shake, possibly two—no more— 
and iu less time than it takes to tell 
It tbe fer-dc-hinct! is dead. Its vertf- j 
brae severed.—Los Angeles Times.

SHUN WATER HEMLOCK. 


It I* • DMdly Plant and One Not O*n 


•rally Recognized. 


Many deaths, both of human beings 


and domestic animals, urc caused 
every year by cicuta, or water hem- 
lock, a iwisonous plant. It Is the most 
violently iioisonqus of temperate re- 
gion plants, yet It Is not generally rec- 
ognized. Learn to know It and looi 
out for It. A warning has been Issued 
by the specialists of tbe United States 
department of agriculture In the form 
of a circular from the bureau of animal 
industry, "Cicuta (water hemlock) a* 
a Poisonous Plant," which describes 
this plant and gives remedies, though 
cases among domestic animals must 
be considered as practically boneless 
so far as treatment is concerned. 


Cicuta is widely distributed. 'Unfor- 


tunately it resembles a number of 
harmless plants and is not easily rec- 
ognizable. It belongs.to the sumo fam- 
ily as currots~and parMi>i;m. It has a 
number of popular names, of which 
the most common Is "con-bane," or 
"water hemlock." The.'plant grows In 
wet places and Is especially common 
In some parts of the \\vst along Irri- 
gating ditches. 
It has a thickened 


root stock, with roots which sometimes 
take the form of a group 01' tubers. 
The cicuta Is most readily distinguish- 
ed from plants of similar appearance 
growing under tbe same conditions by 
tbe transverse chambers In tho root 
stock. These can be seta by making- 
a longitudinal section. 


Only the root of cicuta is poisonous. 


Cases of poisoning are more frequent 
In the spriiiK. partly because the roots 
are more likely to be noticed at that 
time and partly because they appear 
to be more poisonous then than later 
in the season. In rases of the poison- 
Ing of liuiuuu beings the recognized 
treatment Is to glvc"an efficient emetic, 
followed by a cathartic. Some form 
of opium may be given to control the 
convulsions when they are violent. -If 
free vomiting is promptly produced 
tbe patient Is likely to recover. 


Perhaps there is no way to prevent 


some cases of poisoning of children. 
Something might lie accomplished, 
however, If parents and teachers 
would attempt to make clear to chil- 
dren the danger of eating strange 
roots, 
.
